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OF FORGERIES AND FANTASIES: TWO CONTROVERSIAL 
ARMENIAN COINS 
By 

Levon A. Saryan 


This article concerns two coins which have appeared from time to time in 
the numismatic literature. Beyond the fact that both are of questionable 
authenticity and that both are attributed to Armenia, they have nothing 
in common with each other. In fact, they are widely separated in time, by 
perhaps as much as 2100 years. 

The first of these is the coin attributed to Zariadres (Zareh) of the 
pre-Christian Artaxiad dynasty. The second is the 5 ruble piece dated 
1920 of the Republic of Armenia. The consensus of numismatic opinion is 
that the first of these is a forgery, while the second may be plausibly 
authentic . 

The reader will note below that this writer's opinions about both of these 
coins run counter to the prevailing views. Our purpose in presenting this 
brief article is not to offer a final or definitive answer, but rather to 
stimulate thought, discussion, and further research about these interesting 
but controversial pieces. 

Zariadres 


The copper coin of Zariadres, father of Artaxias who was the founder of 
the Artaxiad dynasty (before 189 B.C.), is illustrated, described, and dis- 
cussed briefly in the writings of Dr. Paul Z. Bedoukian. In his recent 
monograph, Coinage of the Artaxiads of Armenia , Bedoukian expresses the 
opinion that this coin is a forgery.! The Armenian numismatist K. J. 
Basmadjian came to the same conclusion in 1936. 1 2 

A description of this coin will help explain the skepticism ofthese two 
accomplished numismatic scholars. The obverse of the coin, showing the 
profile of a king facing right, depicts that monarch wearing the character- 
istic crown of the Artaxiads known as the Armenian tiara. The obverse

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inscription reads, in Greek lettering, ZADRI/ADOY. The reverse shows a 
lightning bolt, with an inscription above and below, reading, in Greek, 
BASILEOS BASILEON (meaning "King of Kings"). The single specimen in the 
Vienna Mekhitarist Museum is in copper and weighs 4.7 grams. 

To Basmadjian and Bedoukian, it is logically impossible that a minor 
regent, whose name is recorded in history as only the father of a king, 
should aggrandize to himself the pompous title "King of Kings." Bedoukian 
reports that the earliest mention of this coin in numismatic literature was 
by Meksjian in the first decade of this century. b By then, enough knowledge 
and interest in Armenian coins had accumulated to support the manufacture of 
fraudulent or counterfeit pieces. Most importantly, Bedoukian reports in a 
footnote that he reached his conclusion about the authenticity of this coin 
after personally examining the Vienna specimen. This is strong evidence in 
favor of his judgement. 

According to Yeghia Nercessian's recently published Armenian Numismatic 
Bibliography and Literature , however, it appears that a coin of the same 
description was in fact first mentioned much earlier than Meksjian's report. 
According to the Nercessian bibl iography, Guido Sandberger reported such a 
coin as early as 1840 3 4 5 and the Venice Mekhitarist scholar Father Ghevont 
Alishan discussed it in an article printed in Bazmaveb in 1849. b This would 
appear to date the discovery of this coin prior to the intense numismatic 
activity of the late nineteenth century. 

In 1840, at the time of Sandberger's report, Armenian coins were virtually 
unknown to the numismatic fraternity, and there was very little interest in 
them that might attract potential counterfeiters . It is true that Carl 
Becker, a famous counterfeiter, made copies of the silver tetradrachms of 
Tigranes the Great at around this time. 6 However, these were the only Artax- 
iad coins with which numismatists of the day were familiar. Furthermore, 
Becker seems to have concentrated his attention largely on well-known silver 
pieces . 

It is clear to this writer, from the inscription as well as from the design 
of the tiara, that this coin cannot belong to the Zariadres to whom it has 
been attributed. It is extremely unlikely that the honorific "King of Kings" 
was used on Armenian coins prior to 85 B.C., when Tigranes the Great wrested 
that title from the Parthians. Both the silver and copper coins known from 
Tigranes' son and successor Artavasdes II bear exclusively the title "King of 
Kings." After Artavasdes, this usage was apparently discontinued. Further- 
more, the styling of the tiara seems too nicely developed to be dated a full 
century or more prior to Tigranes the Great/

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quently, it has been discussed by Gene Mueller, Patrick Hogan, 13 and 
Wartan Gewenian, ^ none of whom express a final opinion regarding its 
authenticity. 


The obverse of this piece depicts an eagle, standing upright on a severed 
snake, and holding a sword vertically, framed by an inscription in upper 
case Armenian uncials reading HAYASTANI HANRAPETUT' IWN . The reverse gives 
the denomination as 5 RUPLI (again in Armenian letters) and the date 1920, 
framed within a wreath. Gewenian reports that his specimen is 30 millimeters 
in diameter and weighs 7.75 grams, is made of yellow brass, and appears to 
be sand cast in two separate pieces which were subsequently soldered together. 
Others Indicate that the coin appears to have been cut or trimmed on a punch 
press. 16 Illustrations of the coin are published by Kraus and Gewenian. 17 

This author considers the 5 ruble piece to be a fantasy or forgery (take 
your choice), but by no means legitimate or official legal tender nor even 
a fund-raising issue with any connection to the Republic of Armenia. The 
circumstances of the appearance of this piece on the numismatic market are 
sufficient to arouse suspicion; they render it extremely unlikely that it 
was issued in 1920 during the Republic's lifetime or by the authority of 
the Republic's government.

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The implication of this evidence is that the Zariadres coin, if genuine, 
should be dated between 85 B.C. and 30 3.C. Therefore, it must be dated to a 

king between Tigranes and Artavasdes, or to one immediately after Artavasdes 
(which seems the more likely alternative). 

Numismatists do not appear to have considered this possibility, since no 
king of the name Zariadres is known to history in the first century B.C. 

There is, however, a contemporary Zariadres recorded in the genealogical 
chart of the Artaxiad house, who was the son of Tigranes the Great and the 
brother (or half-brother) of Artavasdes. 8 

Could this be a genuine coin reflecting a chapter of our ancient history 
which has today been lost to us? Recorded historical events give us some 
cause for optimism in this connection. After the capture of Artavasdes by 
Marc Antony in 34 B.C., an interim of four years intervened during which 
Armenia was without a native ruler. Two of the sons of Artavasdes had been 
taken to Rome, and the third had escaped to the court of Parthia. Alexander, 
the six year old son of Antony and Cleopatra, had been set up as titular king 
of Armenia by his father. According to Bedoukian, no coins were issued in 
Alexander's name, and he probably never even set foot in Armenia. 9 

During this period, it is certainly conceivable that the Armenians installed 
a scion of the royal house on the throne to preserve the monarchy and to 
counter the claim that Rome had defeated Armenia. No written evidence, however, 
of such an event appears to have reached us. Could the Zariadres coin be that 
of an usurper, or a king (possibly Artavasdes' brother) legitimately placed on 
the throne by the nationalistic elements, to oppose the designs of Marc Antony 
on the Armenian kingdom? 

These are at least reasonable possibilities to be considered before this 
piece is dismissed as a forgery. 

Republic of Armenia 5 Rubles of 1920 

It is well-known that a variety of paper bank notes were issued by the 
Armenian Republic between 1918 and 1920. The existence of a brass 5 ruble 
coin of the Armenian Republic has also been mentioned occasionally in the 
numismatic literature since 1960, when Lauren Benson, an Iowa dealer special- 
izing in modern foreign coins, first reported the piece to Numismatist 
columnist Ernst Kraus. 

The general consensus about this coin is that it is a plausibly legitimate 
issue of the short-lived independent Republic of Armenia, which was estab- 
lished after the victory at Sardarabad in late May of 1918. Benson proposes

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It is strange, first of all, that no notice should have been taken of 
this coin prior to its appearance in Iowa (of all places) in the hands of 

a non-Armenian dealer four decades after the fall of the Republic. A 
genuine issue could logically have been expected to turn up in Europe and 
America in the 1920s and 1930s, where substantial Armenian emigre colonies 
reside. No specimens are known to have been found or reported in Armenia. 

When the coin was first announced in the pages of the Numi smati st , very 
similar pieces (the same size, same metal, same date, same denomination, 

and similar styles) attributed to the Transcaucasian states of Georgia and 
Azerbaijan were also revealed! Although it is not impossible that an attempt 
was made to produce a uniform local coinage, the political conditions in the 
Caucasus in 1920 would appear to make such an event highly improbable. 

Armenia had territorial disputes with both Georgia and Azerbaijan, often 
leading to military clashes, that would have effectively precluded coopera- 
tion on an issue of lesser urgency such as coinage. Rather, the similarity 
of these three pieces can be readily interpreted as evidence that all three 
were made under the same conditions by the same person or persons at the 
same place and time. 

Although the Benson dealership still maintains that these coins were "non 
circulating legal tender and were issued for some individual to make money, 
others have discounted that notion. A knowledgeable midwestern dealer inform- 
ed this writer that, in all probability, these pieces were made in the United 
States in the late 1950s by one Frank Lappa, a non-Armenian who is presently 
in prison. The same Individual was apparently responsible for the production 
of similar fraudulent pieces representing a variety of other countries. Some 
of the dies used by Lappa reportedly exist in a private collection, but it is 
not known if the "Armenian" dies are among them. 

The only known legal tender of the Armenian Republic, as well as contempo- 
rary Georgia and Azerbaijan, are paper notes. The devotees of modern Armenian 
currency may regard it as a dubious distinction that a non-Armenian chose to 
"create" a coinage for the Republic. 

Future Research 

This article reflects the author's opinion regarding the authenticity of 
two controversial coins. Both scenarios that have been presented contradict 
the consensus of other numismatists. Further research should lead to a final 
determination in both of these interesting areas.

In the foreword the author states that the purpose is to list all Armenian numismatic 
bibliography (1980 inclusive) with abstracts of their content within one volume. However, the book 
is more than that. 

In the acknowledgement section he credits the individuals who played key roles in the prepara- 
tion of this work. Additionally, he lists the institutions or personnel who were kind enough to send 
him numismatic literature during the past ten years from a host of cities in more than twenty coun- 
tries. 

The section on periodicals (@ 200) lists all the magazines, journals, monthlies, and papers which 
are referenced in the bibliography section of each subject. 

The format is a derivative from the bibliographical style of the American Numismatic Society 
Numismatic Literature and the Library of Congress National Union Catalog. Each publication is 
assigned an abstract number, entered under alphabetical order by its author’s name, and is followed 
by the bibliographic information pertaining to it. When the subject is in a language other than 
English or a Western European language, the title is romanized and its translation is bracketed; 
this is followed by the title and author’s name in the native alphabet as printed in the original 
publication. Here it is worth noting that the Library of Congress scholarly transliteration system is 
utilized for Armenian, as well as Arabic, Georgian, Greek, and Russian romanization. This type of 
transliteration system is not easy to read but necessary for scientific work. The author has taken 
great pains and has prepared all of these transliterations very patiently and meticulously so that he 
can offer the public a treatise which can be studied and used as a comprehensive numismatic 
bibliographic instrument. 

All of the literature abstracted are not necessarily scholarly numismatic material. The author has 
benefited from numerous works published in peripheral fields such as history, art, daily news, etc. 

Abstracts about the content are prepared bilingually, both in English and Armenian. Material 
found in Armenia and other parts of the Soviet Union, not accessible to the author, have been 
abstracted by Kh. A. Mousheghian and H. V. Sarkissian of the State Museum of Armenian 
History, Yerevan. 

The literature compiled in this bibliography include the Arabic, Armenian, Azerbaijani, Danish, 
Dutch, English, Finnish, French, Georgian, German, Greek, Italian, Latvian, Polish, Roumanian, 
Russian, Spanish, Swedish, and Turkish languages. 

Most subjects are grouped under typological sections. In addition, there are subjects which have 
broad definitions; these are classified in general sections. Some have not fit in either category. The 
subject index provides references to abstracts in relating fields. 

The chapters where the numismatic publications (more than 1300) are reviewed and their 
abstracts printed, include the following: general references, bibliography sources, numismatics — 
education and teaching, numismatics in allied fields, history, hoards, collections acquired by the 
State Museum of Armenian History, sale and auction catalogues, and miscellaneous; general 
numismatics and orks covering multiple periods; the period of ancient numismatics (sixth century 
B.C. to fourth century A.D.), general works, satraps, Orontids, Artaxiads, Roman coins and 
medallions relating to Armenia, and Armeno-Iranian; the period of medieval numismatics (fifth to 
eighteenth century), general works, Kiurke, Cilician Armenia, Armenian rulers in the Byzantine 
Empire, and Islamic coins struck in the cities of historic Armenia; the Republic of Armenia and sur- 
rounding years (1918-1924); tokens; seals; medals; and reviews where only the bibliographies are 
listed. In the appendices are found the Library of Congress transliteration key for the Armenian 


alphabet, chronology of the Armenian dynasties, and the legends of the Artaxiad and Cilician 
Armenian coins. 

The vast subject index, covering as much as 44 pages, is unique in its kind. Next to each 
monarch's name his regnal period and dynasty are mentioned. Because of numerous names given 
to the same Armenian coin by different numismatics, the author has chosen to give the description 
of each Armenian coin represented in the index. 

The index of more than 600 author names is the chapter which closes the book. 

But why to spend more than twelve thousand man-hours in ten years and thousands of dollars for 
research just to publish a book on Armenian numismatic bibliography? Y. T. Nercessian feels that 
most of these publications are not easily accessible to the scholar and the collector. Some of them 
are extremely difficult if not impossible to locate. A bibliography with an abstract of each title will 
enable the student to research his topic within a short span of time which would normally have 
taken him weeks or even months and much more resources than the cost of this book. A word of 
caution here: the book is not written to replace the literature on Armenian numismatics, but to aid 
the student to carry on his research more efficiently, and save precious time in selecting all the 
titles necessary in preparation of his works. 

Armenian Numismatic Bibliography and Literature is a must for the student of numismatics who 
is interested in the history of Armenia, Transcaucasia, Asia Minor, and finally the history of the 
Near and Middle East. Here the history of Armenia and the Armenian people is portrayed through 
the eyes of numismatics spanning more than two thousand five hundred years.

Bedoukian not only classifies the coins of Sophene as a separate chapter in 
Armenian numismatics, but also includes the coins of Commagene in this booklet. 

Based on the excavations and inscriptions of Nemrud Dagh and historical 
evidence, the author concludes that the language and population of Commagene was 
Armenian just like Sophene and Armenia Major. 

The author points out that up to now it was not possible to correctly attribute the 
coinage of Sophene from the fifth century to the first centuiy B.C. because of the 
paucity of the specimens. Bedoukian’ s methododlogy, the number of variants under 
study, and the detailed classification elevates the coinage of this dynasty to the ranks 
of Armenian Artaxiads and Roupenians. 

In this paper the revelation is the coinage of Commagene. Here the coins issued 
by the kings of Commagene are being considered Armenian. 

This booklet is a must for all individuals and libraries who are interested in the 
history of ancient Armenia and Near Eastern Civilizations.

Bedoukian compiles a bibliography of all known Armenian coin hoards. He 
makes a record of them for posterity so that numismatists and scholars can study 
and benefit from it. 

Fifty-one hoards are catalogued in this treatise. Each hoard is described in 
English, a table of obverse an reverse legends is presented, and the description of 
the hoard is given again in Armenian. 

The author points out that hoards constitute a prime source of study of coins. 
He cites an example where because of examination of a large hoard belonging to 
late Cilician Armenian period, it was possible to conclude that Levon the Usurper 
indeed ruled over Cilician Armenia for a period following Levon IV and 
preceding Levon V Lusignan. 

The intent of this paper is to stimulate interest in Armenian numismatics and to 
encourage numismatists and dealers to preserve records of other hoards before 
they are dispersed. 

The booklet should be a valuable asset to the library of all those who have in- 
terest in the study of Armenian coins.

AN UNPUBLISHED COIN OF TIGRANES III (20-8 B.C. ) 


(Plate I) Paul Z. Bedoukian 

At a recent auction sale of ancient and medieval Armenian 
coins, the writer purchased a hitherto unpublished copper coin 
of Tigranes III which is worthy of mention. (1) 

The auction catalogue (2) did not give an accurate descrip- 
tion of the coin which weighs 5.33 grams, making it a 4 chalci 
(not a 2 chalci as listed in the catalogue). The coin is some- 
what similar but not identical to CAA ( Coinage of the Artaxiads 
of Armenia ) 144 (3) which describes six 2 chalci specimens 
averaging 3*7# grams. 

On the obverse of the coin purchased is a representation of 
a youthful king facing right , wearing a tall tiara with a ten- 
pointed star, instead of the six-pointed star in CAA 144. On the 
reverse is a horse turned left, with foreleg raised. The legend 
is three sided (not square as in CAA 144), reading right down- 
ward BACIAEOC ; to left downward, MET AAOY ; and above the horse to 
right TirPANOY • 

The legends of Tigranes III coins are horizontal, vertical, 
or square. In the writer’s corpus (4), four types of coins are 
listed having vertical legends, represented by twelve specimens, 
two types with horizontal legends, represented by five coins, and 
five types with square legends, represented by fifteen specimens. 

It thus appears that the coin under discussion represents a 
transitional period in the coinage of Tigranes III. When Tig- 
ranes III adopted a pro-Parthian policy, he probably began to is- 
sue coins of the Parthian type. (5)

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A review of the background of Tigranes III may be of inter- 
est. History tells us that in the spring of 34 B.C. Anthony 
entered Armenia with a strong army and invited A r tavasdes II, 
the son of Tigranes the Great, to a conference. When Artavasdes 
arrived at Anthony’s camp, he was treacherously made prisoner, 
and along with his queen and two sons, sent to Cleopatra. Short- 
ly thereafter, A r tavasdes was murdered by Cleopatra and his two 
sons sent to Rome. (6) 

A third son, Artaxias, escaped to Parthia. To avenge his 
father’s death he eventually gathered an army and with the as- 
sistance of the Parthians entered Armenia, regaining the throne, 
and put to the sword all the Romans who had settled in Armenia. 

Artaxias ruled for ten years without interference from the 
Romans. During that period, Octavian defeated Anthony, Cleo- 
patra committed suicide, and Octavian was busy reorganizing the 
Roman Empire. In 21-20 B.C., his armies advanced against Parthia 
and brought the Parthian king, Phraates to terras. The Roman gen- 
eral Tiberius then entered Armenia, caused the assassination of 
Artaxias and placed Tigranes III, whom he had brought with him 
from Rome, on the throne of Armenia. 

Octavian expected the Rome educated Tigranes to be a pliant 
client-ally, and it appeared that during the first part of his 
reign, Tigranes was pro-Roman, issuing coins in the Roman style, 
with vertical or horizontal legends. The Romans who had con- 
quered and plundered Asia Minor were pursuing an expansionist 
policy against Armenia and Parthia. Tigranes was well aware of 
the fact that the Armenians and Parthia ns shared a mutual interest 
in resisting Rome. It was perhaps with this in mind that he is- 
sued coins similar to the Parthian coinage with a square legend. 

Armenia was still a powerful state, and when Tigranes III 
died, the Armenian princes placed his son on the throne in de- 
fiance of Rome which demanded the right to approve Armenia’s 
choice of a new king.

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ARMENIAN GOLD MEDALS CREATED 3Y ZAVEN KELEDJIAN 


(Plates I-II) 


Y. T. Nercessian 


Jeweler Zaven Keledjian’ s love tpward Armenian history and 
heritage was so great that he spent his spare time in creating 
Armenian gold medals (from drawings to the final product, the 
medal, all Zaven’s labor of love) based on the design of ancient 
coins of Armenian kings. One cannot help but admire Zaven’s 
talent which created these Armenian derivatives. 

Zaven Keledjian was born in Balu in 1922. His parents lived 
for a while in Kharpert where Zaven attented the Armenian school. 
In 1926 Zaven’s parents settled in Aleppo where Zaven attended 
the local Armenian schools. He learned the trade of jewelry and 
mastered the art of engraving on gold metal. In 1967, for a 
year, Zaven practiced his profession as a jewelry engraver in 
Switzerland in the workshop of Arnold and Max. Since there were 
no Armenian schools for his children he decided to return to Alep- 
po. ohotly thereafter, Zaven and his family decided to move and 
settle in Beirut. Because of continuous_ political turmoil of leb- 
anon, Zaven sought a safe haven on the shores of Pacific Ocean 
in the United States of America and settled in the suburbs of 
Los Angeles where a large Armenian community existed. 

In California he devoted his entire life to create "Arme- 
nian gold pieces” worthy of being called pieces of art. 

The gold pieces he created are numerous. The order of 
creation is not the same as chronological sequence. In 
order to have a system, they are being classified according to 
the chronological sequence inscribed on the medal. (l) All of 
the gold pieces are 90$ (21.6 karat) pure gold. Their diameters 
and weights have three basic categories. 


1. Arsames (240-220 B.C.) 

The basic design of the medal is patterned after the copper 
coin of King Arsames of the Armenian kingdom of Sophene.(2) 
The diameter is 27 mm and the weight is 17.77 grams.

The author sketches an historical background and studies the 
single lion coronation coins of Levon I of Cilician Armenia. 
Bedoukian concludes in a persuasive manner that Levon was coro- 
nated with two crowns and for that reason later changed the re- 
verse of his silver coins from single lion to double lion. On 
single lion coronation pieces a hand or a three-pronged object 
that descends from the sky and is either directed toward the 
king’s crovn or almost touches the crown. On double lion coro- 
nation trams, the successors of single lion type, the design 
descends straight down between the two figures.

PAINTER- CITIZEN SARGIS HOVHANNISIAN 

(Summary) 

i- ^argis Hovhannisian was born (1S&4-1940) in the mountainous 
^arabagh. He had musicians as parents. Hovhannisian was edu- 
cated first in Yerevan then in Tiflis where he graduated in 190S. 

S. Hovhannisian was a famous Soviet Armenian painter who has 
penciled more than three hundred sketches and numerous labels for 
various commercial ventures in Armenia. H e was the author of the 
first Soviet Armenian order, the "Red Banner of the A. S. S. R." 
which was in use until August 1924. He was one of the partici- 
pants in the design of the Armenian SSR coat of arms. 

S. Hovhannisian wa3 the artist who designed some of the Arme- 
nian bank notes. To this series belongs the one chervonetz bank 
note which remained in circulation until January 1, 1924. His son 
Emil Hovhannisian keeps his archives containing numerous document 
and various drawings. They shed light on artist’s active role in 
creation of Soviet Armenian bank notes and postage stamps.

The first exhibit was on Ar- 
menian Coins and Medals, followed by exhibits of Early Printed 
rmenian Books, Armenian Metal Art, Armenian Woven Art, and Ar- 
menian Ceramics.

The days of simply "Haigagan e, badvagan e n are gone. We 
have entered a more meaningful stage. 

Have you ever wondered why we have not had a first-rate Ar- 
menian Library and Museum? I have thought about it often, and 
gone back to World War I for an explanation. That was a time of 
terrible tragedy for the Armenian people. They were uprooted 
from tneir ancestral homeland, lost half their population, and 
despite their heroic efforts, lost just about everything else. 
Political realities caused them to be betrayed by their allies. 

The generation after World War I occupied itself with pro- 
the ^ 3ic nece s sit ies for its families. Some people with 
ability, ambition and luck managed to make a financial success 
in spite of their handicaps, but understandably, they had little 
time for cultural developments. 

• In the 7° or so years since the genocide, the situation has 

improved. More and more Armenians are seeking higher education; 
many have made names for themselves in business, in law, in med- 
icine, art, education, science, and politics. Many have become 
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wealthy. It is estimated that we have over 3000 Armenian mil- 
lionaires in the United States. 

So help is forthcoming. We already have a number of chairs 
for the advancement cf Armenian studies, beginning with Harvard, 
Columbia and now in various other parts of the U. S. The latest, 
I believe, is in the University of Connecticut. 

From personal experience, I know that many people have Ar- 
menian antiquities which they would like to donate to an Armenian 
museum. On three occasions, important collections of Armenian 
coins were given to me for a very nominal price, simply because 
the owners knew that my ultimate goal was the preservation of our 
heritage. Just this year, I acquired for a modest sum a fabulous 
Armenian stamp collection which can never be duplicated. Given 
the right circumstances, we will be generously supported. Of 
that I am certain. 

Let me tell you about one instance which shows how important 
it is for us to be able to provide the world with information 
about our achievements. 

Several years ago, I visited the Victoria and Albert Museum 
in London where an Islamic exhibit was being held. In one of the 
main showcases was a ceramic plate, beautifully executed, showing 
an Armenian priest, an Armenian inscription, and was dated 1719. 
But the plaque described the piece as being Turkish. I was out- 
raged. How could this prestigious museum make such an error! 

But then I realized that the curator was not deliberately mis- 
representing the facts. It was not hi3 fault that we had not let 
the world know through exhibitions and publications that in the 
powerful Ottoman Empire the ceramics industry was for the most 
part in the hands of Armenians. The oldest ceramic piece 
in the Ottoman Empire is an Armenian ewer, dated 1510, and the 
second oldest is a pear-shaped bottle, dated 1529, which is also 
inscribed in Armenian. They cannot fee attributed to Turks just 
because they were made in the Ottoman Empire. In that empire 
were millets or nationalities, recognized as distinct and sepa- 
rate cultures, such as Greek, Bulgarian, Armenian. So legally, 

In the case of the plate in the British Museum, the attribution 
has to be Armenian, and the only reason it was not correctly 
identified is that the information was not available. If we 
don't blow our own horn, nobody is going to do it for us. 

We must give our young people the tools so that they can do 
the job. Museums and traveling exhibitions will be infinitely 
helpful. Incidentally, may I say here that my American friends 
assure me that once we get a viable Museum and Library function- 
ing, support will come not only from Armenians but from non- 
Armenians who believe in the value of ethnic museums. 

Boston is a strong cultural center for Armenians in America. 
It is fitting that it have an Armenian center to satisfy the 
needs of scholars. Students who are getting their doctorates in 
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Armenian studies are often limited to manuscripts for source 
material for their researches. But there are so many other 
areas which need to be investigated. 

Let us take coins, for example. When I started collecting 
Armenian coins over 30 years ago, the only publication available 
for study was a small book written in Armenian in 1B50 and pub- 
lished in 1B92. It was written by Father Sibilian of the Mekhi- 
tarist Congregation in Vienna. We now call him the father of Ar- 
menian numismatics. Few people knew about Armenian coins because 
no other significant books appeared on the subject for 100 years. 
In 1962, the American Numismatic Society in New York published 
my first book on the Coinage of Cilician Armenia , and lo and be- 
hold, tens of thousands of Armenian coins surfaced. Coin dealers 
began including them in their catalogues, and Armenian coins be- 
came a part of Western culture. An Armenian Numismatic Society 
was founded in California which among other functions, publishes 
a quarterly journal. We now have an Armenian Rug Society. The 
Kimball Art Museum in Texas recently organised an excellent exhi- 
bition of Armenian inscribed rugs and issued a most informative 
and attractive catalogue. The exhibit was shown in different 
parts of the United States. People are aware today that there 
are Armenian rugs, that they are beautiful and valuable. There 
are written documents showing that Armenians have been weaving 
rugs from the earliest times. 

How about looking into other areas of our culture? I know 
of no serious study on Armenian metal art. Recently I suggested 
to Professor Avedis Sanjian of UCLA that students should be en- 
couraged to get their degrees in subjects other than Armenian 
manuscripts--or that articles should be written on metal arts or 
ceramics, etc. He wrote back that it was a great idea, but 
that he knew of no one who could do this because of lack of 
source material. This could be another function of the Armenian 
Library and Museum. For millenia, Armenians were fantastic metal 
workers, if for no other reason than that Armenia is a mountain- 
ous country rich in stone and minerals--so the inhabitants became 
highly proficient in metal working and stone cutting. Look close- 
ly at the Urartuan artifacts. Urartuans were the early Armenians. 
Their work, 3000 years old, is so delicate and artistic. 

No doubt you saw the 250 year old large tray downstairs. 

■‘■t is truly a work of art and also portrays the religious spirit 
of our people. 

How about the daggers, all hand made, inscribed? Many an 
Armenian peasant in the mountains wore such a dagger in his belt. 

The textiles are of special interest ... .the richly embroi- 
dered costumes, towels, the beautiful laces, the religious pieces. 
Our cultural past is being systematically studied in Armenia. 

We need to study it in Diaspora as well, and to make people

Editorial 

WORDS OF WISDOM 


Many of you remember when (March 1975) we published the first issue of the Armenian 
Numismatic Journal. It was a humble start in a modest format. No one even could visualize then 
that a few years later we would be publishing a Commemorative Volume Dedicated to the Memory of 
Fr. Clement Sibilian on the Centennial of His Death and a decade later we would be planning to 
issue another Festschrift (in preparation) which will include Essays in Honor of Paul / 
Bedoukian. No one even thought that we would be starting an Armenian numismatic legacy by 
publishing a Special Publication series As of now, Special Publications No. I to 5 have been 
published, No. 6, Bank Notes of Armenia, is in printing, and God willing, by the turn of the 
century, No 1 1 or 1 2 might be off the press 

The Society has the financial potential of publishing and also paying for all of its future 
publications. However , this asset is in the form of books and not in cash money. If we could sell 
only one half of the books that we have in stock , we could pay all of the publication expenses of the 
Bedoukian volume, Special Publications No. 6 and 7, and we most likely would have some extra 
cash money left in the bank. 

We have not exactly sat idle and hoped that a generous person would come along and purchase 
our books. We have printed fliers, sent out numerous press releases, placed advertisements in 
Armenian papers and American numismatic publications; we have had our page inside the Bulletins 
of Armenian Coins and Books establishment, thus enabling us to reach hundreds of the collectors 
who do receive the Bulletins. The response to all of these attempts has not been very satisfactory. 
Even after a brainstorming session, the Executive Board decided to publish a 4.25"x6" postcard 
(listing four major books; / Armenian Numismatic Bibliography and Literature, 2. Coinage of 
Cilician Armenia, 3. Coinage of the Artaxiasds of Armenia, d. Selected Numismatic Studied) and 
mail it (Otober 1986) to each major university and college library (@ 2000) in the country. 
This last venture did not have even a single order. 

Dear Friends, with this editorial we would like to solicit your words of wisdom , opinions, and 
suggestions on how we can improve our sale of Armenian numismatic books so that we may have 
sufficient revenue coming in to finance our future publications. This is very important for the 
future of our Society. Obtaining new Armenian numismatic material worthy of printing in itself 
is a hard task; worrying also about its publishing financial aspects, compounds the various 
responsibilities of an editor. Do not hesitate to write and express your opinion even if we do not 
agree

DRAMAGITAKAN HARTS'ER [Numismatic Queries], by Berj Sabbaghian, edited Ey Toros 

Toranain Aleppo; 1986, 28S pp., illus., card covers In Armenian 

On July 12, 1982, the Armenian community of Aleppo, Syria, lost one of its numismatists 
Berj Sabbaghian (or George F Sabbagh). Berj was born in Aleppo in 1918, attended 
Haigazian school and a local French school and then attended a school in London 
specializing in business and law In addition to Armenian and Arabic he could fluently 
speak French, English, and German He loved history and numismatics which was 
transformed into his specialty 

His plans included a book on Armenian coins His early death from a heart attack 
would not permit him to see the realization of his dream His friend Toranian edited and 
printed (in Beirut) his book posthumously 

The publication is a collective of Berj Sabbaghian s numismatic articles (11), lecturtes 
(26), and correspondence (36). Most of his articles and some of his lectures were 
published in various Armenological periodicals His correspondence includes letters 
that he has received from and written to contemporary numismatists and Armenologists 
The introduction is written by Dr Toros Toranian Saad Zaghlul al-Qawaqibi, president 
of Archaeological Society of Aleppo, has writen the epilogue which was published in 
Arabic as a eulogy for Berj Sabbaghian in al-Jemehir daily newspaper (July 17, 1982) in 
Aleppo. 

Dr Toranian must be congratulated for offering the numismatic community such an 
attractive volume. The book will be a welcome addition to the library of any collector, 
numismatist, or scholar who has interest in Armenian numismatics. Y T Nercessian
